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~2 Baby caught on 
*cam in car boot

A video of a couple found with a baby 
in the boot of their car is being investi¬ 
gated by Northants Police - after the 
footage went viral on Facebook. 

The video, taken last Tuesday and 
uploaded to the social media site on the 
same day, shows a man and woman 
getting out of their car outside a block 
of flats in Kettering. 

The man then walks to the boot of the 
car before opening it, at which point a 
baby can be seen lying in a baby carrier 
seat inside. He is then seen picking the 
baby up. 

A woman filmed and confronted the 
couple. She claims there were three 
children sitting in the back seats, and 
alleges that she saw the man putting 
the baby in the boot earlier on, before 
he and the woman drove off. 

She questions the pair during the 


video about why the baby was in the 
boot, before describing the couple as 
‘disgusting’ and saying they ‘don’t 
deserve to be parents’. 

The person who took the footage, 
mum-of-four Lei-Lei Mathers, also told 
the pair she would be reporting the 
incident to Northants Police and social 
services. 

Mrs Mathers, aged 29, said: “I was 
shocked and disgusted in what I had 
just witnessed. I honestly thought 
my eyes were deceiving me.” 

A spokesman for Northants 
Police said: “We are aware 
of a video that has been 
circulated on 
Facebook and we 
are investigat¬ 
ing-” i

Campaign to stop infant deaths 


Northamptonshire Safeguarding Children 
Board, the group responsible for safeguard¬ 
ing and promoting the welfare of children in 
the county has launched a campaign aimed 
at preventing avoidable deaths of newborn 
and small babies. 

This has happened due to a rise in the 
number of sudden unexplained infant 
deaths linked to unsafe sleep environments 
in the county. 


Northants is above the national average, 
with six deaths since December 2014 
attributed to unsafe sleeping situations and 
therefore probably preventable deaths. 

Ensuring babies sleep in their own cot or 
Moses basket in a room with the parent/ 
carer will reduce the incidence of babies 
dying in unsafe sleeping conditions. 

Sleeping next to your baby, or co-sleep- 
ing, is one of the biggest causes of death 


for babies under a year old. 

Peter Boylan, Director of Nursing and 
Quality for NHS Nene CCG and NHS Corby 
CCG, said: “Infant deaths are very rare, 
however, we cannot ignore that we are 
seeing a rise in the number of deaths relat¬ 
ing to inappropriate sleeping environments. 

“By listening to the advice of health visi¬ 
tors and midwives, we can reduce the 
risks.”

150 hopefuls queue for just four shop jobs

More than 150 people 
queued to apply for just 
four jobs at an enter¬ 
tainment store at 
Northampton’s Weston 
Favell Shopping Centre. 

Dozens of job seekers 
queued outside second 
hand retailer CeX last 
Friday for an open 
recruitment evening, 
with 109 applications 
being handed in. 

The franchisee of the 
store, Mark Jones, had 
expected only 30 people 
to turn up, and admits he 
was taken aback by the 
turn out. 


“I was astonished, I 
know people love the 
brand, but I expected 
about 20 - 30 people to 
turn up and I thought 
that would have been 
good,” he said. 

“But to have a queue 
snaking around the cen¬ 
tre was amazing, I nearly 
fainted when we opened 
the door and saw the 
number of people, it took 
us over two-and-a-half 
hours to process every¬ 
one but I am delighted 
they came and look for¬ 
ward to welcoming the 
successful candidates to 
the team soon.” 

Many of the people who 
were in the queue were 
already in work, and 


wanted to swap jobs to 
join CeX, says the store 
manager, Andy Stratford. 

“Talking to people in 
the queue we estimated 
over 60 per cent of the 
people already were 
working but wanted to 
come and work for CeX,” 
he said.

“Personally I am very, very 
excited about this cam¬ 
paign as for too long a num¬ 
ber of politicians have told 
me in private they agree 
with my policies, but this is 
the first time they will be 
able to agree with some¬ 
thing in public. 

“This is an historic occa¬ 
sion and one where politi¬ 
cians will be talking about 
the issues and one where 
they can put their con¬ 
science before their 
careers.” 

“This is a very significant 
event as nothing else like it 
has taken place for decades. 

“This will bring together 
Conservatives, Labour, 
Democratic Unionists and 
UKIP. I think the public 
wants to see less party poli¬ 


tics and more debates on 
the issues. 

“I think people want to 
vote more and want in this 
case a proper referendum. 

Explaining why he wants 
the UK to leave the EU, he 
said: “I believe in self gov¬ 
ernment for the British peo¬ 
ple themselves. 

“I believe in a strong set of 
border controls and believe 
the Australian style points 
system for immigration is 
the progressive way for¬ 
ward, but if we are part of 
the EU this cannot happen. 

“Whether the EU passes 
good laws or bad laws, we 
the British people cannot do 
anything about it and this is 
not the type of democracy 
which we fought for in two 
world wars.”

It transcends 
the old left-right divide in a 
way that few other issues 
do. 

“All from across the politi¬ 
cal spectrum who want 
a United Kingdom that con¬ 
trols its won borders, makes 
it own laws and is free to 
negotiate its own trade 
deals, must come together 
to get the UK out of the EU.”

Over the limit cop 
thrown out of job

A female police constable 
has been dismissed without 
notice after driving her own 
car to a police station and 
turning up for duty with 
more than the legal level of 
alcohol in her blood. 

On Monday, PC Wendy 
Bruce was found guilty of 
gross misconduct at a police 
hearing at Wootton Hall in 
Northampton. 

Giving his reasons why she 
had been dismissed without 
notice, the Chief Constable 
of Northamptonshire Simon 
Edens said: “As I have already 


said, PC Bruce has been 
found guilty of gross miscon¬ 
duct by consuming a large 
amount of alcohol, but she 
took a risk and she did not 
even consider an alternative 
(driving into work). 

“If she had received a 999 
call she would have been 
driving a police car under the 
influence and there would 
have been a risk to life. 

“The police cannot tolerate 
or condone such behaviour. 
Police Constable Bruce put 
herself at risk and the public 
as risk. 

“There is no other decision 
than to dismiss her without 
notice.” 


The charge which PC Bruce 
faced was that on October 21, 
2015, she drank two 
bottles of wine the previous 
evening and the following 
morning drove to Rushden 
Police station by 6.54am 
while over the legal limit to 
drive, and was in a condition 
which was deemed as ‘unfit 
for duty’. 

She went on duty with one 
of her male colleagues in a 
police car. He was driving 
and while in the car he smelt 
alcohol on her breath. 

He became suspicious, told 
his sergeant, who then car¬ 
ried out a roadside breath 
test on PC Bruce.

Mum’s disgust 
at baby in boot

A couple found with a 
baby in the boot of their 
car ‘don't deserve to be 
parents', says the woman 
who confronted them on 
camera. 

The pair were seen on 
video, which was taken 
last Tuesday and later 
uploaded to Facebook 
where it went viral, get¬ 
ting out of their car out¬ 
side a block of flats in 
Kettering. 

The man then walks to 
the boot of the car before 
opening it, at which point 
a baby can be seen lying 
in a baby carrier seat 
inside. He is then seen 
picking the baby up. 

A woman filmed and 
confronted the couple. 
She claims there were 
three children sitting in 
the back seats, and alleg¬ 
es that she saw the man 
putting the baby in the 
boot earlier on, before he 
and the woman drove off. 



She questions the pair 
about why the baby was 
in the boot, before 
describing the couple as 
‘disgusting’ and saying 
they ‘don’t deserve to be 
parents’. 

The person who took 
the footage, 29-year-old 
mum-of-four Lei-Lei 
Mathers, later told the 
Northants Herald and 
Post: “I was shocked and 
disgusted by what I had 
just witnessed. I honestly 
thought my eyes were 
deceiving me.” 

She added: “I had been 
putting rubbish out down 
the chute when I saw 
them walk to a car parked 
outside my block of flats. 


“I then saw them from 
the top floor of the flats 
getting into the car, while 
the man put the baby in 
the car seat in the boot. I 
was so shocked.” 

Lei-Lei then waited 
until they returned, when 
she confronted them on 
camera, pictured left, to 
post a status on Facebook 
describing what she had 
witnessed, writing: “I 
couldn’t believe it. Did I 
really just see them put a 
baby in a freezing cold, 
dark and damp boot and 
drive off?” 

She later uploaded the 
video to Facebook, which 
racked up over 20,000 
views. But it wasn’t long 
until she deleted it, as she 
did not want the woman 
‘to get bullied’. 

“I wish I didn’t see it 
now, because now all I 
just keep thinking is how 
many times have they 
risked that poor child’s 
life before doing that.” 

Northants Police are 
investigating the case. 


Man jailed for sexually abusing girl 


A Northants man, who was 
arrested at Heathrow Airport 
after returning from Beijing, 
has been jailed for seven 
years for sexually abusing a 
girl under the age of 16. 

Christopher Rodgers, aged 
43, of Welford Avenue, 
Irthlingborough, has been 
found guilty of six counts of 
sexual activity with a child 
under 16 following a trial at 
Northampton Crown Court. 

Rodgers was sentenced to 
seven years each for two of 
the counts, and three years 
each for the remaining four, 
to be served concurrently. 

He was also sentenced to 
a further two months impris¬ 
onment for failing to surren¬ 



der to custody. 

Rodgers was originally 
granted bail after conviction 
before sentence, but while 
on bail he travelled to France 
without completing a sex 
offenders’ foreign travel 


notification. 

Officers conducted enquir¬ 
ies and established Rodgers 
had travelled to the 
Philippines. He was later 
identified by police at 
Heathrow returning on a 
flight from Peking. Police 
officers arrested him at the 
airport and transported him 
back to Northamptonshire. 

His Honour Judge Michael 
Fowler, ordered Rodgers to 
be placed on the Barring List 
by the Disclosure and 
Barring Service, banning him 
from ever working with chil¬ 
dren. 

He was also placed on the 
Sex Offenders’ Register 
indefinitely.

‘I lost two babies 
due to addiction’

A Northants teenager whose 
addiction to energy drinks 
led to a serious heart condi¬ 
tion which made her lose two 
babies has bravely taken to 
Facebook to warn others of 
the dangers of the drinks. 

Dion Parratt, aged 18, from 
Kettering, posted an heart¬ 
rending picture on the social 
media site last Thursday 
showing her wrapped with 
wires and a heart monitor 
attached to her, which she had 
to wear for 24 hours to moni¬ 
tor her condition. 

The young woman, who 
works as a care assistant at a 
nursing home, wrote: “I 
thought long and hard about 
uploading it. This is what hap¬ 
pens when you spend your 
childhood drinking energy 
drinks. I’m now stuck with 
wires and a massive box 
attached to me for 24 hours. 

“Before you drink cheap 
energy drinks, think about 
what you’re doing to your 
body. And to anyone who is a 
parent, don’t let your kids 
drink them, they should be 
banned.” 

The former Kettering 
Buccleuch Academy student 
revealed later on, in an inter¬ 
view with the Northants 
Herald and Post, how she used 
to ‘drink as many energy 
drinks as I could buy’ - some¬ 
times up to five cans a day. 

Her love for caffeinated 
drinks had started when she 
was just 11-years-old, and at

one point she had even given 
up eating for a whole week in 
a bid to battle an eating disor¬ 
der. But during that whole 
week, she continued to con¬ 
sume energy drinks. 

“I used to buy the energy 
drinks from my local shop at 
the bottom of my street and 
drink them throughout 
school days,” she said. 

“I always made sure I 
had two or three 
cans in my bag for 
school. But it 
quickly changed 
(got worse) 
when my body 
got used to hav¬ 
ing them. 

“I was a kid, and 


it was a drink that tasted nice 
and everyone drank. I sup¬ 
pose you don’t really know the 
damage until it is done.” 

Dion’s health deteriorated 
so badly that, at one point, 
‘you could see my ribs and my 
spine’. 

She had started to suffer a 
dangerously low blood pres¬ 
sure and a severe heart prob¬ 
lem where her heart rate 
would drop suddenly, causing 
her to pass out. 

And then at 16-years-old, 
Dion fell pregnant. But due to 
her worsening health condi¬ 
tion, she miscarried. She then 
fell pregnant a second time 
aged 17, but devastatingly she 
miscarried again - and only 
found out when she fainted 10 
weeks into the pregnancy. 

It was at this time when doc¬ 
tors realised the scale of her 
heart problem - and also 
when Dion decided enough is 
enough. 

“When I lost my second baby 
and they picked up a problem 
with my heart, it was then 
when I knew - if I wanted a 
baby and a healthy life -1 had 
to stop,” she said. 

But just last week, with her 
health condition continuing 
to plummet, doctors decided 
to place a heart monitor 
on her body for 24 hours 
to find out more about 
her heart problem. 

Now waiting to hear 
the results, Dion is 
eager to warn others 
of the dangers of con¬ 
suming too many ener¬ 
gy drinks”

Don’t leave all town’s

In some parts of 
Northampton lights are on at a ratio 
of one in two, whilst elsewhere it can 


be as low as one in four. The only 
consistently illuminated area is the 
town centre - which shows that 
there is no uniform pattern. 

The worse scenario is at routes 
between estates and other districts 
(eg Talavera way and Mill lane) 
where ah lights are off and it is com¬ 
pletely dark. 

When the County Street Doctor 
Department was contacted, they 
claimed “they are not really neces¬ 
sary, as no houses are there.” If 
there are roads and pedestrian path¬ 
ways connecting areas, surely light¬ 
ing must be provided? 

To make matters worse, some of 
the lights themselves have now been 
taken out. One area in particular is 
between Kings Heath and 
Harlestone Road roundabout. I was 
advised that the old concrete lamp- 
posts would be replaced but this has 
not yet happened. 

Is this the start of a Council plan to 
remove many more across the town 
under a Private Finance Initiative 
which is not fit for purpose?

Human statues and flamboy¬ 
ant acrobats will be among 
the top street performers 
going through their paces in 
Northampton’s market square 
this summer. 

The franchisee of the new 
Starbucks coffee house in the 
square is behind the plan to 
bring street artists from 
London’s Covent Garden to 
wow shoppers outside his 
store. 

Nadim Choudary, who 
opened his flagship store - 
which is one of the biggest in 
the UK - in December, is saying 
to shoppers: ‘let me entertain 
you.’ 

Among the acts he hopes to 
bring to the town every 
Saturday for an eight-week 
period from 12pm until 3pm, 
will be jugglers, ‘levitating 
men’, Chinese acrobats, 
Brazilian martial art and stat¬ 
ue acts. 

The move, funded by Mr 
Choudhary and Northampton 
Borough Council, aims to 
attract more visitors to the 
area and boost local business¬ 
es. 

“I have already spoken to a 



couple of events companies 
who provide the street acts for 
Covent Garden, and now we 
are just finalising the dates and 
the figures,” he said. 

“What I want to do is try and 
bring more people to this area, 
because the better the footfall, 
the more the local businesses 
are going to thrive.” 

Mr Choudary said he had ini¬ 
tially planned to fund the 
whole idea himself, but that the 
borough council came along 
and voiced an interest in help¬ 
ing out with the project. 

“The council has been 
extremely supportive,” he said. 
“I initially thought I would be 
funding the whole idea, but 
then the council got in touch 
and said ‘we would like to sup¬ 
port you’, so they will be fund¬ 
ing part of it.”

Student a suspect 
for Casey murder

One year on from the mur¬ 
der of Northampton man, 
Jon Casey, officers investi¬ 
gating the case have 
released details of the man 
they are seeking in connec¬ 
tion with the offence. 

The 35-year-old father of 
two from Ecton Brook was 
stabbed in Barrack Road, 
close to the Lazeez restau¬ 
rant, shortly before 5.30pm 
on Friday January 16, 2015. 

Officers investigating his 
death want to locate 21-year- 
old Waijs Dahir, who lived in 
Semilong Road, Northamp¬ 
ton, at the time of the mur¬ 
der. 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Hemingway said: “For the 
past year, Mr Casey’s family 
have had to live with the 
knowledge that the person 
who killed Jon has not yet 
been brought to justice. That 
is why we have issued the 
details of Waijs Dahir today 
in the hope that he, or any¬ 
one who knows where he is, 
will contact us so we can 
speak to him about what 
happened in Northampton 
town centre a year ago.” 

Waijs Dahir, who was a stu¬ 
dent at the University of 
Northampton at the time, 
originates from Coventry. 
He returned there shortly 
after the murder occurred 
and then left the country on 
Saturday, January 17, 2015. 

Speaking a year after the 
death, the Casey family said: 
“The sadness of losing our 
Jon Boy is what our family 
wakes up to every day. 
Knowing that we will never 
see him, hear him or hug 
him again is what we must 


learn to live with. There are 
no words for our sadness 
and there will never be 
enough tears. Nothing can 
change the horror of what 
happened one year ago when 


our Jon, a partner, a son, a 
brother and a daddy to two 
little girls was taken from us 
so cruelly. Our Jon is gone 
and this world for us will 
always be a sadder place.” 


Police name man found in the River Nene 


Police have offically identi¬ 
fied the person whose body 
they removed from the River 
Nene on Monday. 

Officers were alerted to a 
body in the river and arrived 
at the scene on Monday 
morning, just after 9am. 

The body of 50-year-old 
Lithuanian man Aleksas 
Straksys was recovered from 
the river between Carlsberg 
and B&Q. 

Officers believe the death 
to be a tragic accident and 
are not treating it as suspi¬ 
cious. 



A report will be prepared 
for the coroner. 

Mr Straksys, pictured, is 
known to have left North¬ 
ampton General Hospital at 
around lam on Monday, but 


was not seen until he was 
discovered in the water. 

Officers are keen to speak 
with anyone who may have 
seen him after he left the 
hospital, and have released a 
picture of him. 

He was around 5ft 7ins tall, 
of slim build, and wearing 
glasses. 

He was also wearing a black 
leather jacket over a dark 
hoodie and tan coloured 
shirt. 

He had on a black tracksuit 
bottom with two stripes 
down each leg.

Social investment

A member of the cabinet 
and government minister 
believes the way in which 
the University of 
Northampton is building its 
new £330m campus at 
Waterside could be used as 
a blueprint for other busi¬ 
nesses in the country. 

Last Thursday, minister of 
state in the cabinet office 
responsible for social enter¬ 
prise, Rob Wilson MP, paid 
a visit to the University of 
Northampton’s Innovation 
Centre. 

He was there to meet stu¬ 
dents who had taken part in 
the National Citizen Service 
scheme and to meet pupils 
from across the county who 
had taken part in the Happy 
at Home Partnership 
Project. 

As well as this he spoke to 
the university about the 
innovation centre and 
learned how its social 
investment was pioneering 
this type of scheme in the 
county and in the country. 

Social investment, as in 
this case, means the uni¬ 
versity signs a contract in 
which it specifies that local 
firms are used, with a set 
number of apprentices 
involved in the work. 

Mr Wilson said: “I have 
been talking to the univer- 


M 



sity about the social invest¬ 
ment it is carrying out in 
the building of its new 
£330m campus. 

“This social investment is 
all part of the contracts 
being signed by the univer¬ 
sity. 

“As far as this government 
is concerned social invest¬ 
ment is very important. 

“It means there is an 
investment in people and in 
local businesses. 

“It will mean the local 
workforce will benefit from 
such contracts. 

“It is something which the 
government is trying to 
encourage a number of 
organisations to take up. 

“What the University of 
Northampton is doing is 
making a massive differ¬ 



ence in terms of skills. 

“The University of 
Northampton is the first 
university in the country to 
do this. 

“What I will be doing is 
keeping an eye on what the 
university has done and is 
doing and making it a case 
study so it can be repeated 
elsewhere in the country.” 

Building work has started 
on the university’s new 
campus at Waterside in 
Northampton, and if every¬ 
thing goes according to 
plan it will all be finished 
by December 2017, with an 
officially opening in spring 
2018, when the first stu¬ 
dents will go through the 
gates. 

The Vice Chancellor of the 
University of Northampton,

Nick Petford, called the 
building work an historic 
landmark for the university, 
for the town of North¬ 
ampton and for the county 
of Northamptonshire.

Charming, 
humane and gentlemanly, he 
might well have raised a 
quizzical eyebrow at 
successor Benedict 
Cumberatch’s wacky 
and frenetic 
behaviour. 

As the super 
sleuth in the 1930s 
and 1940s, Rathbone’s 
iconic detective - with 
trademark deerstalker 
and pipe - made 14 
outings in the series of 
Hollywood films, starting with 
The Hound of the Baskervilles. 

South African-born Rathbone 
was a Shakespearean actor who 
made a name for himself 


playing suave villains in 
costume dramas and 
swashbucklers.

Hyundai Tucson 

Take a look inside... 


Until the arrival of this Tucson 
model, Hyundai’s idea of a 
Qashqai-style family Crossover 
model was encapsulated by its 
ix35. That car sold quite well but 
somehow, never quite captured 
the imagination of the buying 
public. The Tucson though, is a 
leaner, meaner-looking contender 
that might well catapult the 
Korean brand into credible con¬ 
tention in this important growing 
segment. 

People have come to expect 
a lot when it comes to driving 
Crossover cars. Although they 
want a lofty perch, they also 
want to feel like they could be 
driving a hatchback. The Tucson 
delivers exactly this blend of 
virtues, hence its very road- 
biased suspension setup - and the 
overwhelming emphasis on two 
wheel drive models across the 
range. 

At the lower end of the range, 
there’s a choice of a 132PS 1.6 
GDi petrol or a I 16PS CRDi 1.7 
diesel. Move a little higher and 
you can upgrade to a turbo¬ 
charged 1.6 GDi with 177PS. 
Diesel fans will find a 2.0 CRDi 
with either I36PS or I85PS. If 
you want 4WD, then you’ll need 
the turbo petrol or one of the 
2.0-litre diesels. 

That 4WD system is fine for 


slippery surfaces but don’t expect 
a great deal of mud plugging abil¬ 
ity. As usual with Hyundai mod¬ 
els, there’s the option of varying 
the feel of the steering feedback, 
via different modes. 

With an imposing hexagonal 
grille and sleek Santa Fe-style 
headlights, the Tucson is a good 
looking Crossover. The overall 
look may not be as overt as you’d 
find with some rivals but you 
could never call it dull and the 
effect is especially nice with the 
19” wheels fitted to Premium 
models. 

Climb aboard and the overall 
fit and finish is a big improvement 
on the ix35, with a well laid out 
(if unadventurous) dashboard 
with a hint of BMW X3 about 
it. If you find the interior a little 
dark, then there’s the option of 
a cream lower half to the fascia 
which does brighten things up 
significantly. 

Mechanically, it’s all very con¬ 
ventional which is no bad thing 
but does mean the Tucson can 
weigh in excess of 1500kg before 
you’ve even sat in the driver’s 
seat. With 513-litres of seat up 
boot space available (or slightly 
less if you go for 4WD), the 
Tucson comfortably beats Nissan 
Qashqai and Renault Kadjar direct 
rivals.

James Wilson has recently 
returned to action in the 
A-League after an arm injury, 
but isn’t deemed ready for the 
first team yet, while Ahsee 
Tuala is nearing a comeback. 

Ahead of a match the Saints 
have to win, Dickens said:

Makg or break 
for the Saints

It all comes down to Saturday even¬ 
ing for Northampton Saints in this 
season’s Champions Cup as they 
travel to the Scarlets, which will 
bring George North face-to-face 
with some old friends. 

North spent the formative years of 
his career with the Welsh region and 
this weekend will be the first time he 
returns to Parc y Scarlets since his 
signed for the Saints in the summer of 
2013. 

It will have to be a happy reunion if 
Northampton’s European campaign 
is to continue beyond this week, as 
they look to take up one of the three 
quarter final spots that are available 
to pool runners-up. 

It’s still not entirely in their hands 
as, due to their points difference, they 
will need one of their rivals, Wasps, 
Stade Francais or Clermont Augergne, 
to slip up in order to be certain of tak¬ 
ing one of their spots. 


North said: “It’s a place where I’ve 
got some fond memories and some 
good friends there. 

“It’ll be good to go back there to 
catch up with them at the best of 
times and to go there with a purpose, 
with the boys, we need to keep our 
journey going. 

“It’s a big game for us - obviously 
our European form hasn’t been as 
good as we would have liked, but we 
go there with the opportunity to play 
well, first and foremost, but also to 
keep our European hopes alive. 

“If we can do that and play well and 
find the form that we know we can 
play, and find the consistency in our 
game, then we’ll come away with 
those points that we need.” 

Northampton haven’t been able to 
score tries too freely for much of the 
season, which means North hasn’t 
had many opportunities to shine 
since returning from the Rugby World 
Cup in November. 

The fact that he has played mostly 
on the wing has meant there have 
been some games, particularly when 
the weather has been foul, in which 


he has hardly been able to get his 
hands on the ball. 

North admits it has been frustrating 
at times, saying: “Like anybody, I 
work as hard as I can each day to be 
better, to be better for myself and bet¬ 
ter for the team. 

“When you see you’ve gone from the 
left wing to the right wing and you’re 
screaming out because there’s a 
three-on-two and it doesn’t go and 
you’re blowing out of your hoop and 
then they look at you like you’ve done 
something wrong, it does get frus¬ 
trating. 

“On another day, that goes and 
you’re in under the posts and every¬ 
one’s clapping you whereas now eve¬ 
ryone’s looking at you going ‘why are 
you not doing it?’ 

“It’s frustrating but it’s one of those 
things that keeps me on my toes and 
keeps me focused each day and mak¬ 
ing sure I turn up and improve each 
day, which is difficult.” 

North has at times in his career 
found himself fielded at outside cen¬ 
tre, where his club and country have 
attempted to make the most of his 


destructive attacking abilities. 

The 23-year-old, who will be joining 
up with Wales at the end of the month 
ahead of the Six Nations, was most 
recently played at 13 in the Saints 
30-27 defeat at Leicester Tigers. 

It was a match in which he scored 
one of his two Saints tries this season 
and one where he found himself more 
involved than he has been playing on 
the wing. 

North said: “It’s something that’s 
(about) necessity - if I’m needed to go 
in the centre I can play it and provide 
another string to my bow and it gives 
me the opportunity to show what I 
can do. 

“For me, I enjoy wing - it gives you 
that structure to play yet that free¬ 
dom to run around, put yourself in 
the right areas and be as annoying as 
possible, really. 

“At the moment, the way we’re play¬ 
ing at the club isn’t helping 
my game because I prefer a bit 
more of an open game, a bit more 
broken play and freedom to run and 
be in the right places at the right 
times.” 



Cinato takes out former world champ 


Kettering’s Connor Cinato is taking on 
James Chestney in the second round of 
the World Indoor Bowls Championships 
after picking up the biggest win of his 
young career in round one.

While it’s a shame their cup run 
has come to an end, their fans know 
just how much there is still to play 
for and their chants of ‘we’ll see you 
all next year’ gives an indication 
that these sides may be heading in 
opposite directions in their respec¬ 
tive divisions at the end of the sea¬ 
son. 

Two changes were made from 
Saturday’s win at Dagenham & 
Redbridge, with match-winner 
Ricky Holmes and top scorer Marc 
Richards coming in for cup-tied 
pair Lee Martin and James Collins. 

MK Dons were forced into a late 
change as Simon Church replaced 
Nicky Maynard up front after the 
latter injured himself in the warm¬ 
up and the Wales international 
almost struck in the first minute. 

He did well to bring down Samir 
Carruthers’ ball into the box and 
was one-on-one with Adam Smith, 
but Northampton’s keeper is a mas¬ 
ter at these situations and he made a 
good block.

The Cobblers managed to settle 
themselves after this early scare, 
with Sam Hoskins having a decent 
effort from the edge of the box beat¬ 
en away by Dons stopper David 
Martin. 

The hosts went down the other 
end with Rob Hall beating David 
Buchanan down the right before 
cutting the ball back, with Brendan 
Moloney doing superbly to get in the 
way of Dean Bowditch’s shot. 

Holmes then went on a terrific 
run, taking on former England 
defender Matthew Upson, who 
managed to force him wide enough 
to ensure the shot didn’t threaten 
Martin too much. 

Northampton deserved to be level 
at the break at the very least and 
had the first shot in anger in the 
second half with Moloney unable to 


keep his half-volley from 30 yards 
down. 

Then came a strange incident as 
Martin dropped Nicky Adams’ cor¬ 
ner from the left, the linesman on 
the far side signalled ‘goal,’ but ref¬ 
eree Tony Harrington over-ruled 
him and gave a foul in the ‘keeper’s 
favour. 

An even bigger setback followed 
as Zander Diamond gave away a 
penalty by bringing down Bowditch 
and Ben Reeves calmly dispatched 
his spot kick down the middle. 

MK Dons were now sensing blood 
and substitute Murphy got away 
from Moloney down the left before 
shooting against the bar from a 
narrow angle. 

The man on loan from Norwich 
then sent a shot across goal just 
wide with the Cobblers now strug¬ 


gling to hang on. Sadly, they 
couldn’t. 

Within seven minutes of coming 
on, Murphy had a third chance to 
score after Carruthers’ ball over the 
top played him in, and this time he 
made no mistake as he slid the ball 
beyond Smith. 

With hopes of a big day out in front 
of the BBC cameras slipping away, 
there was a hint of desperation 
about Northampton now, and 
despite a succession of corners 
couldn’t find a way through. 

The score was given a harsh look 
when Smith was penalised for a foul 
on Murphy, despite cleanly winning 
the ball, and was subsequently sent 
the wrong way by Church. 

The Cobblers will have to lick their 
wounds as it’s back to basics for 
Morecambe’s visit on Saturday.

Northampton slipped to an insipid 
3-0 defeat at Milton Keynes Dons 
on Tuesday night, denying them an 
FA Cup 4th round date with 
Premier League Chelsea. 

Yet the League Two title charge 
continues with a game in hand over 
league leaders Plymouth Argyle 
and nine points clear daylight to 
the play-off positions. 

Cobblers’ coffers could have swol¬ 
len with income running into hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds if 
they’d have seen off MK in the local 
FA Cup grudge match, but it wasn’t 
to be on a sub-zero night in 
Buckinghamshire. 

Northampton’s performance was 
the opposite of the one that saw 
them defeat Dagenham last week¬ 
end. In Essex, Cobblers started 
slowly and finished strongly where¬ 
as Town held their own in the ini¬ 
tial skirmishes versus MK but 
tailed off meekly. 

Referee Tony Harrington played 
his part in diminishing 
Northampton’s will by disallowing 
a goal direct from a Nicky Adams 
corner early in the second half. 

The Shoe Army were prepared to 
hand Harrington his jacket and 
show him the door when the offi¬ 
cial in yellow decided a spot kick 
was in order after Zander Diamond 
had brought down Ex-Cobbler 
Dean Bowditch short of the 
18-yard box. 

Ben Reeves swept the ball past 
Adam Smith for the opener with 
MK struggling to turn possession 
into open play goals. Northampton 
were not at their best, showing lax 
final-third control and indecision 
in defence when on the back foot. 

This was shown when MK substi¬ 
tute Josh Murphy sped past 
Cobblers right-back Brendan 
Moloney to slot past Smith on 61 
minutes. 

Irritant ref Harrington again was 
to be the centre of attention by 
awarding MK a final puzzling pen¬ 
alty with a minute to play. Simon 
Church clipped the ball past Smith 
and that was that. 

Northampton’s 7,000-strong Shoe 
Army weren’t too downbeat as 
they’d had their party with the 
smell of smoke bombs lingering in 
the air.

Northampton Town manager Chris 
Wilder thought referee Tony 
Harrington took the easy way out in 
denying the Cobblers what would 
have been the opening goal, as they 
lost their FA Cup replay 3-0 against 
MK Dons on Tueday night. 

The match was goalless in the 51st 
minute when Dons goalkeeper David 
Martin dropped Nicky Adams’ cor¬ 
ner over his goal-line, only for the 
goal to be ruled out for a foul by Sam 
Hoskins. 

The decision was compounded 
when the hosts were awarded a pen¬ 
alty despite the foul on Dean 
Bowditch by Zander Diamond being 
outside the box. 

While admitting MK Dons were the 
better side on the night, as they 
booked a home tie against Chelsea in 
round four, Wilder was unhappy 
about the decisions that went against 
his team. 

He said: “If we score the first goal, 
we’re a really dangerous team and, 
however it comes, it makes no odds 
whether it’s five one-twos or a volley 
from 25 yards or a corner that goes in 
when the goalkeeper takes a step 
back over the line. 

“Sammy Hoskins, five foot six, 
hasn’t got a tackle in him. What’s he 
meant to do, just disappear and let 
the goalkeeper have a free catch at it? 

“He’s caught it and stepped back 
over the line; goal, no matter how 
you dress it up. I looked at the lines¬ 
man, the linesman’s give it, the ref¬ 
eree’s turned away and he must have 


had a bit of a panic on. 

“What’s going to happen here? Easy 
option, easy way out, give a foul 
against the goalkeeper.” 

The disallowed goal and the first 
penalty was bad enough, but 
Northampton were to have another 
spot kick awarded against them when 
Adam Smith was judged to have 
fouled Josh Murphy despite cleanly 
winning the ball. 

It allowed Simon Church to give the 


score a flattering look on a night 
where a staggering 7,040 Town fans 
followed their side to stadiummk. 

Wilder said: “We feel a bit of injus¬ 
tice, then they go to the other end, it’s 
a clumsy tackle by Zander, Zander 
knows that, but it’s outside the box. 

“It’s difficult for the referee, I under¬ 
stand, but if he’s got any sort of inde¬ 
cision, he doesn’t give a penalty, he 
gives a free kick. So from going pos¬ 
sibly 1-0 up, we’re 1-0 down and we’re 


playing a tough team. They’re good 
on the counter and they pick us off. 
The other penalty, Adam does great, 
comes out Schmeichel-esque, the boy 
has a shot, runs into him, the ball 
goes away from goal and he gives a 
penalty. 

“We were disappointed with our 
standards because we can play bet¬ 
ter. But when you need the referee to 
get the big decisions right, he hasn’t 
got any of them right.” 


International

Northampton Saints winger George 
North has been named in Wales’ 
squad for this year’s Six Nations, 
with their head coach Warren 
Gatland going for experience. 

While his England counterpart 
Eddie Jones rang the changes in 
naming his squad, 31 players in 
Wales’ 37-man group took part in 
last year’s Rugby World Cup. 

North, 23, has already won 55 
caps for his country, and will be 
hoping this year’s championship 
isn’t so rough on him following his 
issues with concussion in 2015. 

He was allowed to continue after 
being knocked unconscious in 
Wales’ match against England last 
February, and a further blow to the 
head when back with the Saints 
against Wasps forced a five-month 
absence. 

His inclusion in Gatland’s selec¬ 
tion means that up to four 
Northampton players could be 
involved in the Six Nations’ open¬ 
ing weekend with Dylan Hartley, 
Courtney Lawes and Paul Hill all 
called up by England last week. 

Meanwhile, Harry Mallinder’s 
week just keeps on getting better 
after the hero of last weekend’s 
19-15 victory over Glasgow 
Warriors was called into England’s 
under-20s squad for their Six 
Nations campaign. 

The announcement comes just 
two days after Mallinder scored a 
winning try in the 79th minute that 
preserved the Saints’ hopes of 
reaching the quarter finals of the 
Champions Cup. 

The 19-year-old, who is the son 
of Northampton director of rugby 
Jim Mallinder, has previously rep¬ 
resented England’s U18s and will 
be the sole representative from his 
club in the squad.
